BRITISH ACCEPT 
SOVIET APOLOGY 


FOR AIR CRASH 


15 Dead as Red Fighter 
Rams Transport; Tension 
Lets Up After Near-Crisis 


BERLIN, Tuesday, April 6 


4fc\P) — Russia expressed of- 


ficial regrets early today that a 
Russian fighter rammed a Brit- 
ish transport plane over Berlin, 
killing 15 persons, and assured the 
British it was not intentional. 


Britain ^and the United States 


immediately canceled pla.ni> Lu cuu- 
voy all their air transports in and 
out of Berlin under guard of fighter 
planes. 


The crash in the air occurred 


yesterday near Britain's Gatow 
airport in Berlin. Fourteen per- 
sons aboard the British plane, 
including two Americans, were 
killed. The Soviet pilot also died. 


Soviet Marshall Vassily Soko- 


lovsky expressed his regrets to the 
British commander in Germany, 
Gen. 
Sir Brian Robertson. He said 


the Russians had no intention of 
interfering with British aircraft 
using the international corridor 
into Berlin.

AFTER A TWO-hour talk with 


Sokolovsky, Robertson canceled his 
orders for fighter plane escorts for 
transports. 
The American com- 


mander, Gen. Lucius D. Clay, re- 
scinded similar orders which would 
have become effective today. 


Russian answer to the Brit- 


protest turned aside a new 


crisis* between the Russians and the 
western powers in Germany. 


After the crash yesterday, an 


official British spokesinan blam- 
ed a "frolicking" Soviet Yak 
fighter flying illegally over the 
British airport for the disaster. 
He added that Russian fighter* 
had buzzed British transports 
before. 


Robertson made it clear an In- 
vestigation' into yesterday's crash 
must be held. While an investiga- 
tion .may fix the blame for the col- 
lision, it was believed unlikely it 
would add to the new tension In 
this conflict-wraeked capital, which 
eased considerably following 
the 


Robertson-Sokolovsky conference.

Aleutians, Strategic War Spot, 
Sought for U. S. Military Base 


WASHINGTON, April 5 UP)—America's armed 


forces want to set up a vast military reservation on 
the U. S. lands in shortest range of Soviet Russia. 


The area is in the Aleutian island chain stretch- 


ing westward from Alaska. 


While the services only said "routine" when 


asked for explanation of their moves to get control 
of the area, the islands' dual role in World War II 
makes the aim obvious. They were: 


1. The scene of the one Japanese thrust at

2. The base from which retaliatory strikes

global aid program rolling to- 
day by ordering the Recon- 
struction Finance corporation to 
advance $1,105,000,000 at once. 


This will release U. S. dollars, 


reconstruction supplies and in some 
cases arms to 15 European coun- 
tries, ^Turkey.% Western Germany^ 
Trieste and China—all areas where 
the administration Is determined to 
teep Communism out. 


At the same time it was an-

Acquitted of Plot 
For Aggressive War 


NUERNBERG, Germany, April 5 


(#•)—A United States tribunal today 
acquitted Germany's gun maker, 
Alfned Krupp Von Bohlen und Hal- 
bach, and 11 other directors of the 
Krupp munition? combine of plot- 
ting aggressive war. 


The defendants still face two other 


war crimes charges — plunder and 
spoliation of conquered nations, and 
deportation, exploitation and abuse 
of slave labor. 


Originally they were indicted 


on four counts. 
The two on 


which 
they 
were 
acquitted 


charged them with committing 
crimes against peace and par- 
ticipating in a conspiracy against 
peace. 
The court did not an- 


nounce its reasons for dismissing 
the two charges. 


It was the first ruling on 


whether a German industralist can 
be held criminally guilty for helping 
Adolf Hitler build his powerful war 
machine. The directors of the giant 
L G. Parben chpmical combine also 
were accused, lifce the Krupp di- 
rectors, with plotting aggressive war.

Munition Makers 
Acquitted of Plot 
For Aggressive War 


NUERNBERG, Germany, April 5 


(/P)_A United States tribunal today 
acquitted Germany's gun maker, 
Alfried Krupp Von Bohlen und Hal- 
bach, and 11 other directors of the 
Krupp munition? combine of plot- 
ting aggressive war. 


The defendants still face two other 


war crimes charges — plunder and 
spoilation of conquered nations, and 
deportation, exploitation and abuse 
of slave labor. 


Originally they were indicted 


on four counts. 
The two on 


which 
they 
were acquitted 


charged them with committing 
crimes against peace and par- 
ticipating in a conspiracy against 
peace. 
The court did not an- 


nounce its reasons for dismissing 
the two charges. 


It was the first ruling on 


whether a German industralist can 
be held criminally guilty for helping 
Adolf Hitler build his powerful war 
machine. The directors of the giant 
L G. Farben chemical comoine also 
were accused, like the Krupp di- 
rectors, with plotting aggressive war. 
No verdict has bpen roachod yet in 
the Farben trial 


FREDRICK FLICK and Bernhard 


Weiss, the only German 
Indus- 
trialists thus far convicted in war 
crimes proceedings, were not charged 
with crimes against peace. 


Thus today's ruling in the Krupp 


case may establish a major prece- 
dent for dealing with industrialists 
who helped arm Germany. 


Presiding Judge H. C. Anderson 


of Jackson, Term., announced the 
acquittal decisions after a four- 
hour conference of the court. The 
reasoning behind the verdict may 
not be known until the formal 
opinion is made public April 19. 


Brig. Gen. Telford Taylor, 


chief U. S. war crimes prosecu- 
tor, said the ruling "is a disap- 
pointment." 


Krupp, the principal defendant^ 


is the son of Gustav Krupp. The 
aged Gustav was too ill (to be tried.

Smart But Dumb 


SOME onorthcdox moves, such as 


bids with much less general strength 
than they ordinarily indicate, are 
fraught with great danger to your 
side. Protection of your interests 
against disaster may depend later 
upon real keenness in your part- 
ner to realize what you had been 
doing. If you have a more or less 
cut; and dried type of player op- 
posite -you, it is very risky to try 
anything not based on the usually 
indicated strength.

•weat hand and such a good heart 
fit. South had to listen a while 
before he could edge in a plea for 
himself. 


"When I made my first bid of 1- 


Diamond it was only because I 
hoped it might be followed by a 
bid of some other suit from you,"7 
said he. "When you called hearts, 


I was tickled to death, so passed. 
That should have been the tipoff 
to you on my hand being worth- 
less as far as high cards are con- 
cerned. Then when you later got 
doubled in 2-Clubs, I took out the 
opponents' double from clubs into 
2-Hearts, again letting: you know 
my hand was no good except in sup- 
port of hearts." 
It was after that, of course, that 


North doubled the 2-Spades. 


"I knew you had complete know- 


ledge of my worthless hand by 
then," said South, "and therefore 
considered you were doubling en- 
tirely on your own hand. It was not 
up to me to take it out." 


A kibitzer then violated etiquette 


by butting in. He pointed out that 
South's bids would have won for 
the pair by keeping East-West out 
of a sure spade game, but North's 
double had switched the pan- from 
top score to bottom. A dorbitzer, 
listening to the kibitzer, later com- 
mented that the crux of the trouble 
was simple. South should not nave 
attempted such risky tactics with 
a partner of North's type.
